MOORE’S MEAT PIT 


More automobiles have entered 
the state of California during the 
flr.st nine months of this year 
than during any previous entire 
year, according to the Automo- 
j bile Club of Southern California, 
which announced this: week that 
1,405,488 vehicles, including 715,- 
329 out-of-.state cars, have 
checked into the state during the 
three-quarter period of 1946. 
'These figures surpass by more' 
than 100,000 the former high 
annual entry total of 1,299,214 
cars, establisheei in 1941. 

I In revealing the record-breaking 
statistics, the Automobile Club al.so 
disclosed that an all-time record 
of 3,888..595 passengers have 
crossed the state line by car this 
year during the nine-month 
period, an increase of more than 
a quarter-million over the entire 
1941 total of 3,604,361 parson.s. 
'ITiese tabulations do not include 
‘'local" travelers on short trips 
across the .state line. 

Additional travel records were 
aI.so established during the recent 
third quarter pc-riod of July, 
August and September when 
1.754,257 passengers crossed the 
state line en route to California, 
the Club reported.
